‘Belgrade To Get 
Whole New 


Town Quarter 


“Belgrade, July 27. 


Work is going ahead this year on a hig town 
planning scheme for Belgrade to double its 
present population (506,000) te over a million in 


for this type of construction in 
Europe. To be finished by the 
end of tho year, it will replace 
u dilapidated looking bridge put 
up tempomrily ‘at the end of the 
war ond stilt doing service, 


the traMe using this new dridge 


aniong existing streets into the 
city centre without causing 
blockages. 
They are therefore building a 
four carriageway tunnel one and 
a half metres (about 5 fect) 
under the main square, the 
“Terazije,” sv that traffic enter- 
ing Belgrade from the west will 
drivo under the elty centre be- 
fore fanning out behind It. 
OMce blocks are also being 
guilt over this tunnel. A city 
engineer said that the idea had 
been partly suggested by the 
construction of a hotel and other 
buildings ever a railway tunnel 
at the Waverley Station in 
Edinburgh. 


Building Tunnel 


At pregent, a visitor would not 
realise that a tunnel is being 
built, as all work visible from 
the Terazije is hidden by board- 
ing. This project fs to be ready 
in two years, 

Nearby, new office blocks have 
oten ‘built and an ald prison 
was pulled down v0 that 
belgrade had a new square— 
“Marx and Engels Square” in 
me for the last y Day 
parade. 

These, projects are going on 


oMces and will house all the 
main Government departments. 
its shell has stood, untended, for 
the past Ave years. Unfriendly 
voices used to call it “Tito’s 
Folly” and alleged that It would 
never be finished because its 
foundations were reported to be 
staking. 

Belgrade authorities suid that 
work had stopped because of 
luck of funds, 

Work was resumed, this year, 
however, and the first of thre 
stages in building and reclalm- 
Ing and levelling the ground 
cround jt, is scheduled to ‘be 
completed In 1956. The whole 
project wil cost about 10,000 mil- 
Mon dinars (nearly £12,000,000 
sterling). 


Move Airport 


Eventually, Belgrade airport, 
which fs nearby, and the main 
yailway station will be removed 
to other sites and the whole 
area covered with parks and 
housing wstates. But that is for 
the future. 


The new quarter, which over- 
tooks the Sava on one side and 
the Danube on another, will 
have niver promenades and an 
amusement park on an istand in 
the Danube which at present Is 
uninhabited because it floods 
when the water is high. 

Work wos going nhead this 
summer on other projects, tov. 

A new bridge across the Savq, 
conriecting Belgrade with Zemun, 
was being bullt by two Yugoslav 
and one West German firm. 

Tts central span, of 263 metres,

- The development of 


Wellington, July 27. - 
hydro-clectric power ‘is 


leading to the disappearance from New Zealand 
houses of the traditional chimney. : 
Until a'recent fairly sharp rise in price, 
electricity from the hydro-electric plants was 
supplied at a very cheap. rate. Attracted by {its 
cleanliness and convenience, nearly ‘all new house 
builders are installing electricity ‘for all lveating 
and. lighting, with the result ‘that the ‘all-electric 
home is becoming a typical New Zealand hquse. 


During the past twelve months, 
house building has reached an 
ull-time record, but builders are 
still faged with many problems 
of cdhstruction and material 
which are not met with by 
builders in‘other countries. 

It may be that from recent 
technical developments a tmdi{- 
tonal New Zealand housing type 
will emerge.

The tremendous influx. of overseas capital into 
Hongkong during the past six months has engen- 
dered a feeling of unparalleled confidence ‘and 
optimism among Hongkong industrialists. 

This was reported this morning by the news- 
paper Manila Times after having interviewed Jead- 


ing industrialists and trade officials here who have 


something to do with Hongkong’s booming trade.

“Hongkong'’s industry has prob- 
ably reached its peak in pro- 
duction and occupies a fairly 
well-placed position in markets 
whero the demand is for low- 
priced medium quallty goods.

“For various reasons, a 
greater part of thls money re- 
mained in Hongkong and until 
six months ogo, most of it was 
invested in real estate.

“With adequate financing 
and improved skill Hongkong 
industry is now confident that 
it can tale on all comers, in-

Commonwealth 
Supreme 
Court | 


London, July 27. 
Slr Harfley Shawcross, former 
Soclallst Attotney-Gencral, pro- 
posed here today the setting up 
of o Supreme Court of the Bri- 
tish Commonwealth — to include 
“the cream of Its judictal 

talent.” ; 


Sir Harlley Shaweross, lead | pi 


ing  berrister and present 
Labour Party member of Porlia- 
ment, was addressing the closing 
session in London of the Com- 
monwealth and Empire Law 
conference of which he fs joint 
President, : 


‘Ho.satidthat while the Judicial 
Cammittee of the Privy Council 
was acknowledged to be a court 
of the _very highest quality, 
there had. naturally grown up 
among some Commonwealth na- 
tiong—with the development of 
independent soveretgnty—a ccr- 
tain disitke of appealing to a 
court composed mainly of British 
judges to upset the decision of 
the Supreme Court of the In- 
dividual country concerned. 

“The question now I think js 
whether. we could ‘ establish in 
place of the oxisting machincry 
a’ Supreme Court of tho Com- 
monwealth and call It such to 
avoid any fdea of the exercise 
of merely British sovercignty. 

“1 would like to explore the 
possibilities of such a court being 
established with o rather larger 
panel of judges so that it could 
meet from time to time in each 
Commonwealth’ country and 
would include while sitting in 
any particular courts, say, two 
or three-of the highest judges of 
that country together with three 
or two of the leading judges 
from other countries of the 
Commonweal Including Bri- 
tain, r 

“That would enable us to have 
in our Supreme, Cowt. the 
cream of . judicial talent. from 
the whole Commonwealth. It 
would avoid any offence ‘to docal 
{eclings of independent nation- 
alism and it would effect a great 
saving of expense and timo,” he 
sald—China Mail Special.
